O.J. Judge Speaks At Alvemo Graduation 


The Honorable Kathleen 
Kennedy-Powell is nonnally 
considered famous for being 
the no-nonsense judge of O.J. 
Simpson's preliminary hear¬ 
ing. Last Sunday, however, 
she left the arena of the 
"Pompous and Circumstan¬ 
tial" for the sweet melody of 
"Pomp and Circumstance" 
played at Alverno High 
School where she is more 
widely recognized as a 1970 
graduate of the private all-fe¬ 
male Catholic High School. 

As the_ Commencement 
Speaker,'Judge Kennedy- 
Powell reflected with fond¬ 
ness her time spent at the 
school and how it prepared 
her for the ever-changing 
world. 

Looking back, the 
Dukemejian appointee real¬ 
izes that attending a same sex 
school was crucial to her de¬ 
velopment. She felt that she 
was well prepared academi¬ 
cally, avoiding the often un¬ 
even playing field of public 
schools where stereotypes 
and limitations are plac^ on 
women, especially in the 
fields of math and science. 

Her non-catholic mother 
promised her father that their 
daughter would be educated 
in the Catholic faith. It wasn't 
my choice to go to an all-fe¬ 
male high school, let's face it 
I wanted to be where the boys 
were," the Dodger fan ex¬ 
plained. 

"The most important mes¬ 
sage I can convey to you as 
graduates is that you have all 
the tools that it takes to suc¬ 
ceed K)lh professionally and 
'personally in the adult 
world," Kennedy-Powell 
said. 

"When I graduated in 
1970, there were Vietnam 
protesters, the killings at Kent 
State had occurred only 
weeks earlier and the equal 
rights amendment was being 
debated in congress. The 
presence of women in pro¬ 
fessions was negligible." 

Female lawyers earn only 
earn 84% of their male coun¬ 
terparts. When I handled the 
O.J. case last year I received 
over 1,500 letters and was 
taken aback by their focus on 
the fact that I was a woman. 


What's very disturbing is that 
a high percentage of those 
were from other women. In 
1995 the gender gap still ex¬ 
ists but economically, it is 
closing considerably." 

"It will be up to you to 
raise daughters who are self- 
assured, confident in their 
abilities, loving, strong and 
caring. And to raise sons who 
cherish and respect women 
who have tho.se qualities. 
You have all the tools to 
make this world a better place 
for women and for men," said 
the former Deputy District 
Attorney 

The Judge concluded by 
expressing the hope that in 
the year 2020, one of the 
graduates will be speaking to 
the class of that time and 
speak of the underapreciation

In the beginners’ ballet 
class at Pacific Dance Centre, 
founder/director Patricia 
Farmer patiently instructs a 
group of ten preadolescent 
girls. As they pli6 before a 
wall of mirrors, five at a 
barre. Farmer slowly walks 
past, snapping time with her 
fingers, occasionally stop¬ 
ping to correct limb place¬ 
ment. “Watch the tension in 
the hand,” she tells one 
dancer. The younger ones 
wobble as, their legs up on 
barre, they practice their 
pli^s, stretches and releves. 
Farmer reminds them to keep 
their hips turned out, not their 
knees. “Why am I so exact?” 
Farmer asks in her distinct 
Southern drawl. “Because 
you do it right?” guesses one 
girl. “Yes, so you leam to do 
it right,” smiles Farmer. “Bal¬ 
let is a science.” 

As precisely as a scientist. 
Farmer drills the fundamental 


principles of dance into all 
her students, be they dilet¬ 
tantes, budding professionals, 
or terminally ill children. This 
ethic has helped her build an 
admirable reputation with the 
Pacific Dance Centre over the 
past 15 years. “The Centre is

Warning From 
Postmaster Brewer 


In ari effort to better serve you, the Postal Service would 
like to share this important information with you. The 
Greater Los Angeles Area has been experiencing an in¬ 
crease in mail theft, particularly on the 1st and 3rd of each 
month. Thieves may try to break into your letter carrier’s 
vehicle, or they may even try to physically take your mail 
from the letter carrier. To help safeguard your mail and 
PREVENT mail thefts. Your postal letter carrier will 
HONK his or her horn three times when he or she parks in 
your neighborhood on the I st and 3rd of each month, prior 
to delivering your mail. 

For those of you home during the day, when you hear 
the horn, ir would be most appreciated and beneficial if you 
would COME OUTSIDE, maybe to work in the yard. 
Wttfk.op y.0ur car, walk the dog. or just visit your neigh- 
boou. Wb >a.a w QMk L b* tbi«ve» liee potentwiine)>sesi> 
keeping an eye on the mail and the letter carrier, they will 
leave instead of stealing your mail. If you cannot come 
outside, please keep a watchful eye out your windows. If 
you see any suspicious people loitering around the carrier 
vehicle, following or harassing the carrier, or tampering 
with the mail, OBSERVE CAREFULLY and immedi¬ 
ately call 9-1-1 to report the incident. Please jot down ve¬ 
hicle descriptions, license plate numbers, and any suspect 
information (physical description, clothing, names, etc.). 
An immediate call to 9-1 -1 may result in the arrest of the 
suspect(s) while the crime is in progress, or shortly there¬ 
after. 

In addition to calling 9-1-1, remember that the Po.stal 
Service pays REWARDS up to S25.000 for information 
and services leading to the arrest and conviction of indi¬ 
viduals responsible for crimes involving the mail (i.e. 
crimes including postal vehicle break-ins, armed robber¬ 
ies, etc.). After you have called 9-1 -1, also call the Postal 
Inspection Service 24-hours a day at 1-800-410-9444. 
Callers may remain anonymous. 

NOTE: It is extremely important that this 800 num¬ 
ber be iLsed onlv for reporting postal vehicle break-ins, car¬ 
rier robberies and post office robberies. Calling this num¬ 
ber will enable Postal Inspectors to respond to the scene 
as quickly as possible. For other postal matters, contact 
your local post office.

We hope this is news to you: your midbrain houses a tiny 
substantia nigra, about the size of tlie “half-moon” of a fin¬ 
gernail. Normally during aging the brain’s production of the 
chemical dopamine diminishes; a loss of about 80% of these 
calls to this atea can cause tremor, slow and reduced move¬ 
ments, and muscular stiffness-symptoms of Parkinson’s cruel 
unstoppable Disease. More than one million people in the 
United States alone endure PD. Most are over 40 (including 
I % of the population over 60 and 1.5% of those over 65). 
When the disease was first described in 1817, cases were few. 
Between then and now? The Industrial Revolution was, and 
the huge developments in the science of chemistry are. Now 
PD is one of the most common disorders in the fastest grow¬ 
ing .segment of our population. But he warned: Parkinstm’s 
happens to the young, as well. 

Anything that interferes witA tlte brain’s dopamine output 
at any age can result in this degenerative disorder. Some drugs 
used to treat other medical conditions-e.g. sone tranquilizers- 
-induce reversible symptoms. Some synthetic street drugs 
bring on the symptoms. In California in t)ie late 1970’s an 
injected by-product-called MPTP for short-of a Demoral-like 
compound caused severe PD leactions-and the young people 
affected have already reduced their dopamine level, endanger¬ 
ing their future health. The herbicide paraquat is structurally 
related to MPTP (as are several otlter chemicals); studies have 
shown a correlation between the use of herbicides and pesti¬ 
cides and tlie onset of PD. Etc., etc. 

In otlier words, there is evidence that Parkinson’s Disease 
can be caused by environmental contaminants-water-bome, 
air-bome, ingested, inhaled or injected. If we all live to, say, 
100 or 120, we would very likely develop PD; meanwhile, the 
chance of getting PD at any age increase with increased chemi¬ 
cal build-up in our bodies.

One of die modem wonders of the world is the supermar¬ 
ket grocery and meat store. Each time when I enter one of 
these establishments I am amazed at the variety and quantity 
of food. The shelves, counters, walls and aisles are well- 
stocked with products from all over the United States and from 
around the world and the seven seas. Improved technology, 
all die way from die fields and orchards to the checkout counter 
has made it all possible. 

It wasn’t always this way. When I eas a small boy grow¬ 
ing up in the middle west every village had its food store, but 
it eas a far cry from today’s markets. The owners of the mar¬ 
kets did their liest with what they had, and die customers ac¬ 
cepted the situation, mostly because ther was no known other 
way. There was no network of freeways on which 
refridgerated trucks traveled 75 miles per hour. There was no 
airplanes carrying food from the far places of the world. There 
was no electric refridgeration and frozen foods were unknown 
in die markets of that faraway day. Larger stores in larger cities 
had die same problems. They were bigger, but handicapped 
by slow transportation and poor refrigeration. 

Henry Bettler’s store in Keithsburg was typical for a small 
town. Staples such as canned goods, rice, flour, tea, coffee 
and su ;ar came to town in the baggage car of the little three- 
car psu senger trains. The goods were hauled from the depot 
to the store on a flatbed truck powered by a span of mules. 
'Thk^'e was no such things as a fresh p[roduce counter. Too 
difi U't to maintain, and anyway, most people raised their own 
in the summer and canned fruits and vegetables for the win¬ 
ter. There usually were a few oranges and lemons and quite 
often a stalk of bananas hung by a rope from the ceiling over 
die counter. There was always a huge round of cheese on 
display, and sometimes it was covered with a cloth ans some¬ 
times noL Dry beans were sold in bulk from open bins.- 

But it was in die meat department wfiere problems, espe¬ 
cially in summertime. With only river ice to chill the meaL it 
was not practical to keep a counter filled with meat already 
cut. Only bacon, ham and sometimes salami were on display. 
Steaks, roasts ans other cuts were taken from quarters of beef 
or pork that were carried out of the walkin refridgerater and 
cut up on the huge meat block, a maplewood table two feet 
thick and almost three feet wide. The butcher, Mr. Jon Miller 
was an expert, and I hate to think of the long hours and hard 
work that made his department as good as it was. He made 
all his own bacon, ham, weiners, sausage and bolonga, this 
last being a once-a-week treat when it could be bought direct 
from the steamer. I still remember the delicious aroma. Along 
with the smell of fresh-ground coffee in the grocery depart¬ 
ment 

It was nice to walk down Mmory bLane and remember 
when I went to the market and bought a large round gea k for 
25 cents, and was presented with a package of beef bones for 
my faithful companion Shep. How his eyes would light up 
when he saw his treat. He always carried it home, firmly 
clutched in his te^. And I remember the walks down elm- 
shaded Main Street with perhaps a steamboat tied up to the 
dbank. I am one of those who like tit both ways,...I like to 
remember the “good old days” and tlien do my shopping at 
the supermarket

The Child Advocates Of¬ 
fice trains volunteers to serve 
as Court Appointed Special 
Advocates (CASA) for 
abused and neglected chil¬ 
dren. CASAs are appointed 
by judges to investigate the 
circumstances of children in 
the foster care system, submit 
written reports of tlieir find¬ 
ings and make recommenda¬ 
tions to the court based on 
serving the best interests of 
the individual child. No spe¬ 
cific educational background 
is required, but applicants 
should be mature, stable 
adults, with good communi¬ 
cation and problem-solving 
skills, who are comfortable 
working with other profes¬ 
sionals, as well as children.

Then, in a flash, 
the scene changes. Parents 
retrieve and deposit young¬ 
sters; ballerinas swap their 
skirts and pink slippers for 
shorts and black Jazz shoes; 
and the music jumps to a per¬ 
cussive hiphop track as the 
jazz class warms up. Donning 
poodle skirts made specially 
for this Sunday’s recital, the 
girls launch into their “Rock 
Around the Clock” routine. 

Farmer works over the finer 
points of the choreography 
with them and sets the closing 
tableau. Lithe, blonde, and 
youthful, she encourages and 
laughs with her students of¬ 
ten. Nathaniel, her large Ger¬ 
man shepherd, lumbers in to 
view the proceedings. He is 
the Foundation’s popular 
mascot, and a particular fa¬ 
vorite of special needs stu¬ 
dents who, according to 
Farmer, go to him for cuddly 
comfort.

Farmer comments, “The 
move to Sierra Madre is a 
turning point in my life.” Be¬ 
cause of her many special 
needs students, it was neces¬ 
sary for the studio to be 
wheelchair accessible (her 
Pasadena studio is not). That 
new accessibility will also 
enable the Foundation to ap¬ 
ply for needed grant monies. 

“Plus.” Farmer adds, “the 
community is safer.

Currently, the Pacific 
Dance Foundation suffers 
from budget cuts three ways: 
for the arts, for the develop- 
mentally impaired, and for 
the dying. The Foundation 
does not teach “dance 
therapy”; rather, dance is the 
tool used for learning, im¬ 
proving self-esteem and inde¬ 
pendence. Farmer’s passion¬ 
ate commitment to her special 
needs students is matched by 
her anger at those who criti¬ 
cize or kill funding of pro¬ 
grams for them because 
“They’re going to die any¬ 
way” and “The retarded can’t 
pay taxes.” 

The original vision that 
became the Foundation was 
conceived in Charlotte, North 
Carolina For her high school 
senior class project. Farmer 
taught a class of Down’s Syn¬ 
drome children. Appalled at 
their treatment, she deter¬ 
mined that, if she ever “made 
it,” she would help them. 

She earned a degree in 
dance at a Virginia college, 
then moved on to New York 
City. A few years later, she 
officially “made it” when she 
was accepted into the Joffrey 
Ballet. Subsequent promo¬ 
tional trips for the Joffrey 
brought her to Los Angeles, 
where she felt it would be 
more feasible to start her own 
company. 

Asked to define dance. 

Farmer states, “Dance is a 
huge form of communication. 

You can really read 
someone’s thoughts through 
their body language. I rely on 
that a lot. 

“A lot of times these [spe¬ 
cial needs] kids have diffi¬ 
culty verbalizing.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 2 — A record number of Cali¬ 
fornia attorneys were disbarred, suspended or formally admon¬ 
ished for unethical conduct last year in cases investigated and 
prosecuted by the State Bar. 

More than 160 attorneys lost their licenses to practice law 
-62 through disbarment and 100 who resigned in the face of 
pending charges. Another 235 lawyers were suspended while 
298 more received probation or reproval. 

These figures continue the upward trend in the number of 
attorneys disciplined each year since the bar’s discipline sys¬ 
tem was overhauled into a national model in the late 1980s. 
Through April of thjs year, 219 lawyers have received disci¬ 
pline or resigned in the face of pending charges.

To 
differentiate ihc cause, a series of diagnostic tests may 
be pcrlornicd. An x-ray can be used lo dcliiiitively di- 
agno.se an enlarged prosl.alc gland es|)ccially if it can¬ 
not be palpated. A urinalysis with culture or proslatic 
wash can help rule out infection. An ultrasound is help¬ 
ful in identifying cysts, abscesses and tumors. However, 
ultimately, a biopsy, may be needed lo gel a definitive 
diagnosis. Castration is recommended in many ca.ses 
since it will cause the gland to atrophy. Antibiotics 
would be instituted if an infection or abscess was found.
